n answer to reader requests, we are featuring a brightly colored cover (’“garish’” 

was the term someone used back in the letter column of issue 25) and by now 

you may be wondering who the enthusiastic woman pursuing Our Hero is. Her 
name is Nylon Rose and she only appeared twice throughout The Spirit's run--but 
believe me, twice was enough! Both of her stories are reprinted in this issue. Origin- 
ally published in March and April of 1946, they feature the kind of “discontinuous 
continuity Will Eisner often used when he created a character he liked, and wanted 
to bring him or her (usually her) back for a return engagement. In fact, when the 
artwork for these two tales was dug out of the vault, Will asked if there were only 
two Nylon Rose stories. Assured that there were no more, he sighed, “Too bad! | 
kinda like her... | should have used her again...’ Frankly, Denny Colt might not 
have survived a third close encounter with Ms. Rose-— she plays rough! 

So if that’s Nylon Rose on the front cover, who’s the skinny dude threatening 
to carve The Spirit up with a sword on the front? To find out, you’ll have to read 
the 1947 story, “Umbrella Handles,’” where he co-stars with everybody's favorite 
villain, The Octopus. 

The pre-war reprint section this time is “The Confessions of Monks Mallon,” a 
crime drama which features a minor thug called Weepy Willie. If you think Eisner 
looks like Dolan, wait’ll you get a look at this guy! Unlike Slippery Eall, who was a 
deliberate self-parody (see Spirit No. 24), Weepy Willie, drawn when Will had a full 
head of curly black hair and lacked a mustache, is another one of those strange cas- 
es of life imitating art—-forty years later.
